Name 
ABILIFY® (a-BIL-i-fi) (aripiprazole) (air-ri-PIP-ra-zall) 


What is ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 

ABILIFY is a prescription medicine used as an add-on 
treatment to an antidepressant for adults with Major 
Depressive Disorder who had an inadequate response to 
antidepressant therapy. 


What is depression? 


Depression is a common but serious medical condition. 
Symptoms may include sadness, loss of interest in activities 
you once enjoyed, loss of energy, difficulty concentrating or 
making decisions, feelings of worthlessness or excessive guilt, 
insomnia or excessive sleep, a change in appetite causing 
weight loss or gain, or thoughts of death or suicide. These 
could be depression symptoms if they interfere with daily life 
at home, at work, or with friends and last most of the day, 
nearly every day for at least 2 weeks. 


What is the most important information that | 
should know about antidepressant medicines, 
depression, and other serious mental 
illnesses? 


e Antidepressant medicines may increase suicidal thoughts 
or actions in some children, teenagers, and young adults 

e Depression and serious mental illnesses are the most 
important causes of suicidal thoughts and actions

Who should NOT take ABILIFY? 


People who are allergic to ABILIFY or to any substance that is 
in it. Allergic reactions have ranged from rash, hives and 
itching to difficulty breathing and swelling of the face, lips, or 
tongue. Please talk with your healthcare professional. 


What is the most important information that 
I should know about ABILIFY? 


Elderly patients, diagnosed with psychosis as a result of 
dementia (for example, an inability to perform daily 
activities as a result of increased memory loss), and who 
are treated with antipsychotic medicines including ABILIFY, 
are at an increased risk of death when compared to 
patients who are treated with a placebo (sugar pill). 
ABILIFY is not approved for the treatment of patients with 
dementia-related psychosis. 


Antidepressants may increase suicidal thoughts or 
behaviors in some children, teenagers, and young adults, 
especially within the first few months of treatment or when 
the dose is changed. Depression and other serious mental 
illnesses are themselves associated with an increase in the 
risk of suicide. Patients on antidepressants and their 
families or caregivers should watch for new or worsening 
depression symptoms, unusual changes in behavior, or 
thoughts of suicide. Such symptoms should be reported to 
the patient’s healthcare professional right away, especially 
if they are severe or occur suddenly. ABILIFY is not 
approved for use in pediatric patients with depression. 
Serious side effects can occur with any antipsychotic 
medicine, including ABILIFY. Tell your healthcare professional 
right away if you have any conditions or side effects, including 
the following: 

Stroke or ministroke in elderly patients 

with dementia: An increased risk of stroke and 


ministroke has been reported in clinical studies of elderly 
patients with dementia (for example, increased memory loss 
and inability to perform daily activities), ABILIFY (aripiprazole) 
is not approved for treating patients with dementia. 
Neuroleptic malignant syndrome (NMS): Very 
high fever, rigid muscles, shaking, confusion, sweating, or 
increased heart rate and blood pressure may be signs of 
NMS, a rare but serious side effect that could be fatal. 


Tardive dyskinesia (TD): Abnormal or uncontrollable 
movements of face, tongue, or other parts of body may be 
signs of a serious condition known as TD, which may be 
permanent. 
High blood sugar and diabetes: Patients with 
diabetes and those having risk factors for diabetes (for 
example, obesity, family history of diabetes), as well as those 
with symptoms such as unexpected increases in thirst, 
urination, or hunger should have their blood sugar levels 
checked before and during treatment. Increases in blood 
sugar levels (hyperglycemia), in some cases serious and 
associated with coma or death, have been reported in 
patients taking ABILIFY, and medicines like it. 
Orthostatic hypotension: Lightheadedness or 
faintness caused by a sudden change in heart rate and blood 
pressure when rising too quickly from a sitting or lying position 
(orthostatic hypotension) has been reported with ABILIFY. 
Leukopenia, ia, and Agranulocytosis: 
Decreases in white blood cells (infection fighting cells) have 
been reported in some patients taking antipsychotic agents, 
including ABILIFY. Patients with a history of a significant 
decrease in white blood cell (WBC) count or who have 
experienced a low WBC due to drug therapy should have 
their blood tested and monitored during the first few months 
of therapy. 
Suicidal thoughts: If you have suicidal thoughts, you 
should tell your healthcare professional right away. 
Dysphagia: Medicines like ABILIFY have been associated 
with swallowing problems (dysphagia). If you had or have 
swallowing problems, you should tell your healthcare 
professional. 
What should | talk to my healthcare provider 
about? 
Patients and their families or caregivers should watch for new or 
worsening depression symptoms, unusual changes in behavior 
and thoughts of suicide, as well as for anxiety, agitation, panic 
attacks, difficulty sleeping, irritability, hostility, aggressiveness, 
impulsivity, restlessness, or extreme hyperactivity. Call your 
healthcare provider right away if you have thoughts of suicide or 
if any of these symptoms are severe or occur suddenly. Be 
especially observant within the first few months of antidepressant 
treatment or whenever there is a change in dose. 
Tell your healthcare provider about any medical conditions you 
may have and all medicines that you are taking or plan to take, 
including prescription and over-the-counter medicines, vitamins, 
or herbal products.

e If you have suicidal thoughts

e If you are pregnant, plan to become pregnant, or are breast- 
feeding 
What should | avoid when taking ABILIFY? 
e Avoid overheating and dehydration 
e Avoid driving or operating hazardous machinery until you 
know how ABILIFY affects you 
e Avoid drinking alcohol 
e Avoid breast-feeding an infant

What are the possible side effects of 
ABILIFY (aripiprazole)? 
Common side effects in adults include: nausea, vomiting, 
constipation, headache, dizziness, an inner sense of 
restlessness or need to move (akathisia), anxiety and insomnia. 
It is important to contact your healthcare professional if you 
experience prolonged, abnormal muscle spasm or contraction 
which may be signs of a condition called dystonia.

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REVEALS THE SECRET SHE KEPT DU

SHE’S BECOME A PROUD NEW MOM

andra Bullock has been the subject of many headlines lately, but 
today there’s only one newsflash she cares about. “Louis rolled 
over—twice!” she gushes on a recent afternoon. “It’s astounding to 
watch a human being grow right before your eyes.” That would be 
Louis Bardo Bullock, the 3%2-month-old son that the star, 45, has 
been quietly raising since January. Amid all that has happened to 

Bullock in the last few months—winning an Oscar and enduring 

the breakup of her marriage to Jesse James—the biggest change 
in her life has been a happy one: She became a new mom. 

It’s been the mother of all secrets. With the help of loved ones, includ- 
ing stepkids Sunny, 6, Jesse Jr., 12, and Chandler, 15, Bullock has been in 
seclusion since her split with James, 41, and is savoring new parenthood. 
“You wake up, you feed, you burp, you play, you do laundry,” she says. “I’m 
still in that stage where I’m just amazed with him and at life.” Four years 
ago she and James began the adoption process. They learned in January 
that they had been matched with a newborn from New Orleans. They 
brought Louis (whom Bullock calls “Louie”) home but decided to keep 
the news to themselves until after the Oscars. “I don’t know how we got 
away with it,” says Bullock, who won’t discuss details of the adoption to 
protect her son’s privacy. In March she found out James had cheated, and 
she left their home, taking Louis with her. Now she confirms she has filed 
for divorce and will adopt as a single mom. In an exclusive interview, she 
talks about the end of one love, the start of a new life and the “little man” 
who changed everything. “He is,” says Bullock, “just perfect.” 


When did you decide to adopt? 
I don’t recall the big “aha” moment 
of when we decided. We spent so much 
time in New Orleans after Katrina,

And out of the blue one day, Sunny 
proclaimed to me that we shouldn’t 
have another baby, that we should 
adopt. I froze. I had no idea where 
she got this, so I asked her why, and 
she said, “Because there are so many 
little babies that have no home, and 
we can share our things with them.” 
Profound for a [then] 4-year-old, but 
I didn’t want to get her hopes up, so I 
just diverted the conversation. 

Take us through the process. Were 
there alot of hoops to jump through? 

The process is not an easy one, 
and now I know why. We began the 
conversations and then all the paper- 
work, the background checks, the 
home visitations about four years ago. 
We didn’t want to go at it any other 
way than the way everyone else would 
have to doit. There are hoops, but the 
hoops are there to protect the child. 
And worth every jump. 

Why was it important to you to 
adopt a child from New Orleans? 

I don’t know if it was important to 
adopt from New Orleans, but it was 
important to adopt from the U.S. New 
Orleans for both of us was a place that 
we loved, a place that had a lot of his- 
tory for the both of us and a place I 
couldn’t let go of.

you see and meet. 

We told only a handful of family and 
friends, and it then became their mission 
to make sure Louis was safe and happy 
and had everything he needed. You 
have no idea how many contraptions 
exist that supposedly keep your baby 
safe and entertained so you can just get 
a five-minute shower. We have them all. 
And he couldn’t ask for better siblings 
who love him with all their heart. 

How did you decide on his name? 

It was one of the first names that came 
to mind. Louis Armstrong’s song “What 


Am 


a Wonderful World” kept playing in my 
head when I looked at him, so Louis just 
seemed to stick. Many other names were 
tried. I can’t tell you how many baby 
name books and websites there are, but 
every time we came back to Louis. He 
seemed happy with the decision. 

Did you have any family celebra- 
tions with your new son? 

Everything we had to do that most 
people take for granted had to be done 
so covertly. I was being followed every 
day during the awards season, so that 
anything we did with Louis had to be 
pre-planned like a CIA mission. Just

Why did you keep it a secret? 

So, so, So many reasons. The biggest 
being that the outside world was a little 
crazy then. Photographers waiting out- 
side 24/7, people everywhere. We didn’t 
want this to be in his life. I also didn’t 
want Louis pulled into the awards sea- 
son energy. I wanted him all to myself. 
But I had to smile at the parallels. Here 
I was promoting a story [ The Blind Side| 
about a family who adopted a son, and 
here we were having done the same 
thing. Ifyou had told me that this would 
happen, I would have thought you were 
insane. I never imagined I would say 
the words “my son.” People that I had 
worked with for years couldn’t under- 
stand why I wouldn’t let them into my 
house for fittings. I would have them 
meet me at random hotels down the 
street from the house, claiming work 
was being done. 

My makeup artist couldn’t under- 
stand why I was so tired and needed 
copious amounts of concealer. Oscar- 
dress fittings became speed shopping 
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for me, to the frustration of my stylist, 
who was working 24/7 to find the most 
beautiful gown. I would just fly through 
the fitting and say, “We'll find one,” and 
fly out the door with her flying after me 
asking for another fitting. 

On the red carpet at awards shows, 
we usually were working on two to 
three hours of sleep, and I could not 
tell you what I said in interviews or 
onstage. All we were thinking about 
was getting home to Louis. 

I did not want him brought into a 
world that would have not been as sin- 
cere to him as I would have wanted. I 
selfishly wanted to be with him alone 
for as long as I could, and [then], when 
we had to, tell his story. 

How hard was it to have a new baby 
and keep it all hidden? 

It was only hard when I walked out 
the door. I never thought anyone we 
shared the info with would tell any- 
one, and they didn’t. It was hard, how- 
ever, to not be able to just tell anyone 
and everyone how much I loved this 


he drank 3 oz. How we found the per- 
fect diaper trash can that didn’t let the 
smell leak out. These were the most 
important things in my life, and I had 
to zip it once I walked out the door. And 
of course praying that the doctor’s visit 
was not trailed by seven dark SUVs with 
tinted windows. But on Oscar night, in 
my purse all I brought was a picture of 
my mom and dad at their wedding, pic- 
tures of the kids and a little lime green 
sock of Louis’ that kept falling out. No 
one figured it out when they would pick 
it up and hand it back to me. 

After the Oscars, you learned that 
Jesse had cheated.To set the record 
straight, you had no idea about his 
infidelity until you were told a tab- 
loid was ae a story about it? 

Ah, the inevitable question. I had 
no idea about anything until that 
day when I got the call. It seems like 
a thousand years ago when this hap- 
pened. All I remember is thinking I 
need to get Louts out of here before the 
vultures descend. But never in a million 
years did I foresee something like this 
happening. I wish it hadn’t, and it still 
doesn’t seem real. 

How did you react to the news? 

I did the only thing I could do, and 
that was pack enough clothes to live 
on, get all of Louis’ things and get out 
of town. My main concern was Louis. 
I wasn’t sure if I could go into deeper 
hiding than I had already been in, but 
again, that small group of friends and 
family made it their life to make sure 


we all had what we needed to heal and 
be safe and make sense out of all of it. 
These beautiful people in my life made 
sure I had the safety to grieve and feel 
everything I needed to, away from the 
outside world. And I had hoped my 
being away would help keep the media 
away from the kids while I tried to sort 
things out. 

Are you filing for divorce? 

Yes, I have filed for divorce. I don’t 
know what else to say. I’m sad, and I 
am scared. 

Are you going forward as a single 
parent? Will Jesse 
have any formal par- 
enting role? 

I will be adopting 
as a single parent. 
Anything else will be 
taken day by day. 

How would you 
characterize your 
relationship with 
Jesse now? 

A different one. A 
bittersweet one. One 
of new understand- 
ing. One of forgive- 
ness. One of support 
for his recovery. One 
that changed my life. 
I really don’t know how our paths will 
intersect in the future, but the father I 
have known Jesse to be with all the kids 
is one that I hope Louis can experience 
one day, no matter how Jesse and I go 
on with our lives. 

You’ve been a devoted stepmother 
to Jesse’s kids. Do you plan for them 
to stay a part of your life? 

I don’t want to know what life is like 
without those kids. Jesse and I both 
know these kids are all that matter. 
Whatever we need to do, in the healthi- 
est way, we are going to be co-parenting. 
I know myrole is not one that exists on 
paper, but Louis is their brother, and 
Jesse and I will do whatever it takes 
for them to know that their world will 
not change and still be protected and 
safe and full of love. It will just have a 
slightly different dynamic now. 

How are Jesse’s kids dealing with 
the media frenzy? 

I feel such guilt and sadness about

how they have been hunted by the 
photographers. I just wanted to ask 
the photographers if they have chil- 
dren. Would this be fair to do to them? 
I wish there were laws here in the US. 
that were the same asin the U.K., where 
children are not allowed to be hunted 
down or mowed over to get a photo. 

This was not of their making. And 
whatever I needed to do during this 
time to hide them and protect them I 
was going to do. No matter what any- 
one thought. People had a lot to say 
about that. These children were not the 
cause of this and my 
commitment was 
to them first. I was 
profoundly amazed 
at how much mon- 
ey was being made 
from other people’s 
pain. I wanted to 
scream what the 
truth was. People 
I didn’t know were 
talking on my behalf 
and not telling the 
truth. 

After the revela- 
tions about Jesse’s 
behavior, a photo 
of him wearing a 
Nazi cap surfaced. Were you aware 
of any interest he may have had in 
white supremacy or Nazism? 

The photo shocked me and made me 
sad. This is not the man I married. This 
was stupid, this was ignorant. Racism, 
anti-Semitism, sexism, homophobia, 
anything Nazi and a boatload of other 
things have no place in my life. And the 
man I married felt the same. This I hope 
Jesse will address one day, but that is 
not the world I live in or have ever lived 
in and have any tolerance for. 

Now that you’ve gone public, how 
will you balance motherhood with 
your career? 

I don’t know. All I know is that I 
want to be able to enjoy being a mom. 
Doing all the things moms get to do, 
outside in the sun, in the world. The 
career will have to wait for a bit. I don’t 
want to step into that world until I can 
find what room I left my armor in. You 
need tough skin to be in this business.

I am tired, I am uncomfortable, I am 
in pain, or I have gas. And I will figure 
out which one it is and fix it. There is 
nothing hard about loving Louis. I feel 
like he has been here the whole time. I 
guess you can say Lam surprised at how 
easy it has been for me. 

Being a single mom is a lot of 
work—are you getting help? 

Only now have I been thinking 
about childcare. But so far Iam A-OK 
with it being us and the sweet group 
of friends and family we have around 
us. I don’t want anyone else to have 
the pleasures of changing poopy dia- 
pers but me. This will be a once-in-a- 
lifetime experience for me, and I don’t 
want to miss a thing. 

Any plans for the near future? 

Feeling the sun on our face when we 
go for a walk, not having to lie or hide 
anymore. Not having my friends and 
family lie anymore. Telling everyone 
I meet about the most beautiful man I 
know, including his poop schedule. 

I have no plans other than what is 
happening right now. I can’t control 
anything other than what is right under 
my nose, and that needs my attention 
right now.

What are your dreams for Louis? 

My dreams are simple. That he 
knows love—lots of it.

And I am most looking 
forward to getting to know who he 
is to become. I have an idea of who 
that might be—he told me so the 
other night! 

Thousands of people sent their 
good wishes during this trying time. 
What do you want them to know? 

I had people reaching out and shar- 
ing their pain so that I might know 
we weren't alone. I’d want them to 
know I’m taken care of and doing 
everything I need to do the right and 
healthy thing and not rush amoment. 
I’m lucky. Even though life now is 
not what I expected or dreamed of, 
I have experienced things this past 
month that I never knew existed. 
And that I know the truth. I know my 
truth, and Jesse’s truth, and that gift 
has allowed me to move on and take 
care of myself. 

Is there a positive lesson you have 
taken away from the last months? 

To say that I am changed is an 
understatement. But that might not 
be a bad thing. I have learned a lot 
about what I am and what I am not. 
But the most important thing to me 
was to protect and know my truth. 
And the truth is simple. The things I 
hold most dear are things that could 
not have happened without Jesse. 

Maybe I needed this rug yanked out 
from under me so publicly so that I 
had no choice but to look at what I 
needed to look at, both inside and out.

Then, on Feb. 17, 
2009, the Troy, Mich., couple got some 
unfathomable news: Frozen embryos 
theyd stored had been implanted into 
another woman. The mix-up forced the 
Morells and Carolyn and Sean Savage, 
the Ohio couple who learned the baby 
they were expecting wasn’t their own, 
into an unlikely intimacy. Opting to 
carry the Morells’ child and then turn 
him over, Carolyn, 41, a Catholic moth- 
er of three (Drew, 15; Ryan, 13; Mary 
Kate, 2), gave birth to baby Logan on 
Sept. 24. Since then Shannon, 40, has 
kept Carolyn updated with e-mails; 
in December the Morells visited the 
Savages at their Sylvania, Ohio, home. 
“They're like godparents,” says Shan- 
non, who still marvels at Carolyn’s 
great gift. “I can never repay her.’ Inan 
excerpt from her new book Misconcep- 
tion, written with Paul, 39, Shannon 
remembers the moment in her doctor’s 
office when it all began. 

My stomach lurched. The room 
began to spin.

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into her pregnancy. Would she termi- 
nate?

Paul picked up the paper on which 
he’d scrawled [the doctor’s| message. 
“The other couple,” he read, “do not 
plan on terminating the pregnancy, 
and they have no desire to raise the 
child.”

It dawned on me that this woman 
and I each had our own unique bur- 
den.

[When we metatalawyer’s office] my 
eyes were drawn to the other woman’s 
face. I took her hand, oddly aware that 
with this touch I was finally 
linked to our baby. The couple 
introduced themselves. We

The Morells chose a name—Logan 
Savage, in honor of Shannon’s parents 
and Sean and Carolyn. When Carolyn 

went into labor, the Morells 
drove to Ohio. 
Sitting in that [waiting] 
room, it really hit me: I 
will never hear Logan’s 
first cries or see him open 
his eyes for the first time. 
All the emotions I’d been 
feeling came pouring out.

Strug the day after her April 25 wedding 
to lawyer Robert Fischer III. “I thought, 
‘Thaven’t had these in years!’” Then, as 
she descended a staircase to the out- 
door ceremony in her native Tucson, a 
desert wind whisked away her veil. 
What might have felt disastrous to 
other brides didn’t faze the unflappa- 
ble Strug, known for a heroic vault on 
a sprained ankle that helped the US. 
women’s team win gold at the 1996 
Olympics. “Gymnastics taught me that 
if something goes wrong, you keep 
moving forward,” she says. 

Her guests would toast to that. “It 
was a breathtaking wedding,” says 
Strug’s teammate and friend Domin- 
ique Moceanu. “I’ve never seen Kerri 
so happy.” After exchanging vows ina 
Jewish ceremony at the Skyline Coun- 
try Club, the newlyweds and their 200 
guests moved indoors for a dinner of 
beef, butterfish and ravioli at an 
orchid-themed reception. Strug and 
Fischer, both 32, performed a choreo- 
graphed first dance to Ronan Keating’s 
“When You Say Nothing At All,” in 
which “there were lots of kisses!” says 
Moceanu. The best part? Ten wedding 
cakes and six flavors of gelato. “I hope 
everybody enjoyed dessert as much as 
I did—I was on a diet for a lot of my 
life,” says Strug, who retired from com- 
petition post-Games and now works 
for the office of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Since training kept Strug 
from attending her prom, her dress—a 
customized Pronovias with 5,000 
Swarovski crystals—was extra special. 
“T loved it,” she says. Guests, including 
former coach Bela Karolyi, 68, enjoyed 
a fireworks show and danced into the 
night before sending the newlyweds 
off to a St. Lucia honeymoon. “Every- 
body says, ‘The vault must be the high- 
light of your life,” says Strug. “And it 
was. Until yesterday.”
